WASHINGTON HP)- The United ( 
States hoped today that its warn- j 
ing to any nation attacking Bagh- j 
dad Pact members will stave off ’ 
a new outbreak of fighting in the 
Middle East.

in Syria, the latest arena for Rus­ 
sia’s “malicious meddling,” could j 
spark a new war.

The pact is a mutual security

and the Middle East nations of 
Iran, Iraq, Pakistan, and Turkey.

•The United States reaffirms its 
support for the collective efforts 
of these nations to maintain their 
independence/* the State Depart 
mint said in en unusual statement 
approved by both President Eisen­ 
hower and Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles. 
Waning Agelast Threat 
“A threat to the territorial in­ 
tegrity or political independence of 
the members would be viewed by 
the United States with the utmost 


The statement did not name any 
would-be aggressors against the 
pact nations, but officials said it 
was aimed mainly at Syria and 
Russia. 
Besides warning against an at­ 
tack on the Baghdad Pact m em ­ 
bers, the statement also partially 
answered recent pressures from 
Britain and other pact members 
for the United States to join the 
pact. 
Officials said the statement 
was intended to get across the 
idea that, 
although 
the United 
States does not plan to join at this 
time, it shares the alarm of pact 
members over Russian arms ship 
rnents to Syria and Syria’s verbal 
assaults against Iraq and Turkey. 
Reason for Warning 
Many 
foreign diplomats 
have 
complained privately that if the 
United States refused to join the 
pact, would-be aggressors might 
get the idea the 
United States 
would do nothing about an attack 
in the Middle East. 
The United 
States apparently hoped to dispel 
any such notion by issuing the 
warning. 
The statement did not say what 
the United States would do if the 
warning is ignored and pact mem 
hers are threatened or attacked.
